The First Special and Organizational Meeting of 2018 was called to order
by the Legislative Clerk at 9:24 A.M.

There were 9 people in attendance.

The Clerk asked Legislator Mullen to have a moment of Prayer. “Lord, |
would ask that you look upon us this year of 2018 to govern well, serve the
people well, that we have a safe and prosperous year for all the residents of
Tioga County, that we continue to grow and achieve according to your son.”

Legislator Mullen led all Legislators and those in attendance in the Pledge
of Allegiance.

County Clerk Andrea Klett swore in Legislators Hollenbeck, Roberts,
Standinger and Weston along with District Attorney Kirk Martin.

District Attorney Martin spoke. “I just wanted to thank the citizens of Tioga
County for giving me an opportunity for a second term. | also wanted to thank
the Legislature for supporting the mission of the District Attorneys’ Office. It is an
important mission and we continue to work hard in effecting that for the safety
and the well-being of all Tioga County’s citizens.

“During the last four years we have accomplished much. We have
stopped the bleeding of felony indictments that were being dismissed regularly
by County Court. We have replaced walls amongst the Police agencies in
Tioga County with bridges and relationships with them all and we have
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continued to hold those who would do harm to our citizens accountable. We
have implemented a dual policy regarding those involved in drugs. If you are
an otherwise good person and an addict, and honestly seek treatment, we will
make sure it is available to you and give you the opportunity to get back on
your feet, but if you are a drug dealer and you profit from selling poison to our
children, you will go to prison period, end of story. As an example, a person by
the name of Dwuane Brown was investigated by a joint effort of our local Police
agencies within the past couple of years and found with over 300 bags of heroin
and an unlicensed pistol. He was ultimately convicted of possession of heroin
with the infent to sell it and other crimes and is now serving more than 13 years in
State Prison. | consider that good work.

“In my second term | look forward to continuing this leadership of law and
order and to ensure our streets, villages and towns are as safe as we can make
them, to contfinue with the partnership that we have with the great Police
agencies serving our County. Thank you so much.”

The Clerk announced that the first order of business was the appointment
of a Chair. Legislator Hollenbeck nominated Legislator Sauerbrey, seconded by
Legislator Mullen. Legislator Monell moved to close the nominations, seconded
by Legislator Hollenbeck. On roll call vote all members voted Aye and the Clerk
cast one ballot and Legislator Sauerbrey was appointed Chair of the Tioga
County Legislature for a one year term.

County Clerk Andrea Klett swore in Legislator Sauerbrey as Chair of the
Tioga County Legislature for 2018.

Chair Sauerbrey spoke. “First of all | just want to thank everybody for your
support. | think we have a readlly good team here. | think we have
accomplished a lot last year. We did a lot of work, which | feel very proud of.
We made some major changes that we have been talking about, which goes
to show that if we chew on stuff long enough and work together we can make
some progress. During my time on the Legislature, which is like 12 years or
whatever, | have seen a lot of changes in government, specifically County
government and my observation is that there is more and more pressure from
the State coming down, instructing us on how to do business, mandating and
confrolling what we do. It is a challenge every day to stay up on issues, to stay
informed, and to stay aware. | look forward to working with you to make some
changes moving forward, to do a better job in government, and look for ways
that we can improve our systems. Thank you very much.”

The Chair announced the next order of business is nominations for a First
Deputy Chair. Legislator Mullen nominated Legislator Weston, seconded by
Legislator Hollenbeck. Legislator Sullivan moved to close the nominations,
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seconded by Legislator Monell. On roll call vote, all members voted Aye and
the Chair cast one ballot and Legislator Weston was appointed First Deputy
Chair of the Tioga County Legislature for a one year term.

The Chair called for nominations for a Second Deputy Chair. Legislator
Monell nominated Legislator Hollenbeck, seconded by Legislator Mullen.
Legislator Sullivan moved to close the nominations, seconded by Legislator
Monell. On roll call vote, all members voted Aye and the Chair cast one ballot
and Legislator Hollenbeck was appointed Second Deputy Chair of the Tioga
County Legislature for a one year term.

“Andrea, on behalf of the whole Legislature thank
you for helping us out every year and swearing us all in. We appreciate it.”

When you went to a domestic or a serious incident there
was nobody better in this County that you wanted coming through that door
than Randy Kipling. A lot of people would be yelling and screaming and when
he darkened the doorway it was as quiet as a Church mouse in quite a few
residences in Tioga County, when that door kind of busted off its hinges and in
came Randy Kipling.

“What | use to do to Randy, we both live in the Village of Waverly, and |
would work the 3:00 to 11:00 shift and Randy would work the night shift as the
nighttime Supervisor. | would go to some of the more frequent places we went
to that are along Route 17C that have many small houses together and | would
go through there and put the spotlight on all the houses at the end of my shift
and then | would sprint across the County and as | was pulling into the barracks |
could hear Tioga dispatching Randy to either the Maple Lane or the Wagon
Wheel trailer park. When [ finally told him what | was doing | got a taste of the
Rottweiler for doing that to him for over a year. He kept saying why am | going
to the Maple Lane frailer park every single shift at the beginning of my shift
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because | was in there stirring things up and then going home. Randy is going to
be sorely missed. | am very happy that he was able to get through his career
and is now retired.”

Congratulations,
thank God you are retired and safe, and | can tell you as being retired one of
the great things is to get paid to wake up.”

Sheriff Howard spoke. ‘I would like to thank the County Legislators for
acknowledging the two employees, the two Lieutenants of nearly 60 years of
experience | lost in a day. We are going to miss them both. We are headed on
to new things. We have a couple of new Lieutenants, some new other
promotions, two of them sitting here, Investigator Cornwell and Investigator
Kipling. Julie was not sad to see Randy go because she got promoted. | just
would like to say that these two Lieutenants with the past events of 2006 and
2011, both these men stood up and were not asked to do anything, but were
there every day working, through the nights and | cannot say enough of what
they did for us, especially during 2011. They worked an awful lot of hours during
those times without being asked and that says a lot. The County certainly has
lost two great men and dedicated service to the County.

“The only thing | will say about Randy is | am going to miss our mornings
because | come in early and one day he came in to me and said | am sorry
boss | had to set one of my deputies straight this morning, | should have closed
my door. | said Randy it does not really matter if you close your door, if you
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close my door, both doors are closed because | can hear every word that you
are bellowing out to that employee, so it does not really matter. He certainly will
be missed and we look forward to our new Lieutenants taking their place and
hopefully doing what they did in the past. Thank you.”

February 13, 2018

The Second Regular Meeting of 2018 was held on February 13, 2018 and
was called to order by the Chair at 12:00 P.M. Eight Legislative members were
present, Legislator Weston being absent.

Chair Sauerbrey asked Legislator Roberts to have a moment of prayer.
“God of power and might, wisdom and justice, through your authority is rightly
administered, laws are enacted, and judgment is decreed. Assist with your spirit
of counsel and fortitude the President and other Government leaders of these
United States. May they always seek the ways of righteousness, justice and
mercy. Grant that they may be enabled by your powerful protection to lead
our County with honesty and integrity.”

Legislator Roberts led all Legislators and those in attendance in the Pledge
of Allegiance.

Steven Palinosky of the Employee Recognition Committee presented the
Employee of the Quarter for 2017 and Employee of the year 2017. "“Good
afternoon ladies and gentlemen. Chair Sauerbrey, County Legislators, Director
Tinney and Sheriff Howard, leaders, members, friends and family of the Tioga
County Team, my name is Steve Palinosky. On behalf of the Tioga County
Employee Recognition Committee it is my honor to present the award for the
County Employee of the Quarter for the 4" quarter of 2017, and the award for
the County Employee of the Year for 2017.

“Before we present these awards, | would like to take a moment to extend
the Committee’s sincere grafitude to the Legislature for the steadfast support
you have shown for the Committee’s work in recognizing our outstanding
employees.

“First, we would like to recognize our Employee of the Quarter for the 4th
quarter of 2017 - Brittany Woodburn, Economic Development Specialist with the
Department of Economic Development and Planning. Brittany started her
career with ED&P in December of 2015. Although she has only been with the
County for two years, Brittany has already delivered a powerful impression. She
was the lead on the Gateway Project on Front Street in Owego, where she
provided excellent guidance and assistance to the developer, as well as skillful
management of the intricacies of the funding programs. Brittany shows great
attention to detail and is very organized and thorough in her work. She is well
respected by her co-workers and a joy to have in the office because of her
upbeat personality.
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“Britftany and her husband Tom currently live in the Village of Owego;
however they recently purchased a home just a little outside of the Village and
are in the process of moving. They are looking forward to enjoying a bigger
house and yard where a very active jumping two-year old and his best friend,
Winnie the yellow lab, will have lots of room to run and play. Ladies and
gentlemen, the Tioga County Employee of the Quarter for the 4" quarter of
2017, Brittany Woodburn.”

“Leeann Tinney, Director of Economic Development & Planning spoke.
“First | would like to say thank you for allowing me the opportunity to talk a little
bit about Brittany Woodburn. Not only is she a wonderful teammate and a kind
and compassionate person to work alongside of, but she has already in her
short time with us made significant impacts toward our Economic Development
mission. Our Department and all of Team Tioga are very pleased for Brittany to
be acknowledged for her hard work and dedication to the residents of Tioga
County. | could stand here and recite many superlatives about Brittany and her
outstanding work, however | think it best to express the character of Brittany. We
only need to understand how she came to be an employee of Tioga County.

“Let’s step back about three years. At that time ED&P was looking for an
Economic Development Specialist and we were fortunate enough to hire Bryant
Myers. That was great, however Bryant was hired conditionally, that is with the
understanding that he would have to take the next scheduled Civil Service
exam for Economic Development Specialist and so long as he scored within the
top of those who took the test he would be good to go and remain on as our
hire. Therefore Bryant was hired and worked for a period of time before he
actually tested. Bryant understood the requirement to maintain his position, but
in talking with Linn she indicated that rarely were there any others who would
choose voluntarily just to sign up and take the test, but he would, in fact, be
testing against others if that were the case, but that only happened
occasionally, not very often.

“Fast forward to test day, it is Saturday and Bryant is very nervous,
especially because when he gets there he discovers there is somebody else
there to take the test. Who says | think | will take my Saturday and test for a
position that is not even technically open for hire, that would be Brittany. Britt
you are not right, but this proactive approach speaks volumes about who you
are. In the end Bryant maintained his position, Economic Development
Specialist and that other person’s information was stored away by Linn. Soon
after however Bryant decided to make a move from our Department to the IDA.
After we got over being mad about that a phone call to Linn and how do we
start the process of filling the position again. Linn reminded me of that other
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person who tested on that Saturday with Bryant, so we called Britt and that was
clearly one of the very best phone calls that we have made.

“Clearly Brittany is constantly striving to improve herself, to learn and to
grow. Her actions speak of her integrity, which | like to define as doing the right
thing even when no one is looking. Britt fook a positive action to improve herself
even when there did not seem to be an immediate reward for doing so.
Brittany's frack record in her short fime with us is impressive. Among her
accomplishments most notably is the construction we now see taking place on
Front Street.

worry, and all of a sudden a light went off, Brittany, checked it out, sure enough
Brittany joined me at a meeting with the Senator. Basically | threw her in the
deep end and she swam, she took off, and | am very grateful because you had
the data, the information, and you came right out of it and answered any
questions and gave the specifics about issues that | have really no knowledge
about. Thank you for that.”

Steven Palinosky spoke. “From the Employee Recognition Committee,
congratulations Brittany. Thank you for all of your efforts and best wishes for
continued success.”

Steven Palinosky spoke. “Now we would like to recognize our Employee
of the Year for 2017 — Roy Schreiner, Corrections Officer with the Tioga County
Sheriff's Office.

Legislator Dennis Mullen spoke. “This is the best part of this job, is when
you get to come up and congratulate some of the great Tioga County
employees and especially gratitude for me is because | get to quite often in the
Public Safety Chair | get to thank some of my friends, my long time friends for
many many years. | can fell you from my own personal experience that we are
incredibly blessed to have Roy working for the County. | wil leave the
comments to the Sheriff when he comes up, but we have a fremendous ATl
Program in this County and it is in no small part due to Roy's dedication to his
job. The thousands, | dare say tens of thousands of hours that have been utilized
for the ATl Program, which is Alternatives to Incarceration, where he oversees
the garbage pickup, but that is not all these guys and gals do.
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“Roy has a tremendous impact on their lives, fremendous. Every quarter
we have an ATl meeting and we get a little synopsis of a success story and every
one of the ATl success stories, almost every single one of them the person is
interviewed and they all bring up Roy’'s impact that he has had on them
personally and how they want to change their life around and they want to
make him proud. That is the truth. We get a snowstorm, those guys are working.
There are not too many flat tires on the road going to Weitsman's because Roy
has them out there with a magnet picking up the scrap from Weitsman’'s. He
finds something for them to do. Our Fire trucks are clean, thank Roy. The
Community kitchens are clean, thank Roy. The food banks are clean and
painted, thank Roy. The Boys and Girls Club painted, leaves raked, thank Roy
and his crew. He has a tremendous success rate with the ATl Program and | can
tell you, we always talk about money and how much we save money, these
people are not in jail learning how to be better criminals and costing us tens of
thousands of dollars, and | can tell you at the end of your life all of us have to
say have you made a difference, Roy does not have to worry about that. He
has made a difference to everybody in his life sitting in this room and thousands
of people that he has affected over the last 20+ years. Congratulations my
friend. This is well deserved.”

Sheriff Gary Howard spoke. “Just a couple of things. One, everybody
knows and has heard what Roy has done with the ATl Program, which is
unbelievable if you drive down the highway and see the bags of garbage
along the road, you know Roy and his crew had been out. Everybody knows
Roy about the ATl Program, but | want to give you a little insight of how we know
Roy and what he does for the Sheriff's Office internally.

“Roy is a Firearms Instructor, he is an Emergency Vehicle Operation Course
Instructor, he is a Basic Life Support CPR Instructor cerfified by the American
Health Association, he is a Municipal Police General Topics Instructor, he is a
Field Training Officer, he attended the Basic Corrections Course and certified.
He also went to Corning Police Academy, he is also a Certified Police Officer.
Those are just some of the things in our office that really you do not know about,
but it is Roy. We have a phrase in our office, if something comes up and we
need something done, we will sit around and go “what is Roy doing todaye”.

He is the quarter master for our whole
Department to include our bullet proof vests and does all that, and up and
beyond that he is a member of the Fire Department and past Assistant Chief of
the Fire Department. | do not know if he ever goes home.

“I went through his file, he was Employee of the Second Quarter for 2007
and when | was in there, there is no less than 27 letters thanking from the
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community, from non-profit organizations for the work he has done and | did not
count the cards that are in there because | said 27 is enough. He has received
several awards from the Sheriff's Office, one being a lifesaving award where we
had a Dispatcher have a heart aftack and Roy performed CPR and kept him
alive until he got to the hospital. The flood of 2011 | cannot say enough of what
Roy did during that time in which he received a Unit Citation. There was another
Unit Citation as you can see, this is his bullet proof vest, his awards. | cannot say
enough about everything that he has done for the Sheriff’'s Office internally.
What you really know of him is the ATl Program. It is just a small part of what he
does and that is huge for the community. | think Tioga County should be very
happy to have Roy as an employee. The Sheriff's Office is very lucky and | am
very proud.”

Roy Schreiner spoke. ‘I really really am honored to receive this extension
of what has made me today based on how | was taught and this is just a great
honor. Through the years | have just surrounded myself with a lot of really good
people and important people that have made me who | am today and | have
been inspired by a lot of people through my career. | love Tioga County and |
love my family.

SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES AND THE GOVERNOR
OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK TO PROVIDE STATE
FUNDING TO SUPPORT THE TREATMENT AND
TRANSITION SERVICES TO INDIVIDUALS WITH
SUBSTANCE USE DISORDERS (SUD) WHO ARE
INCARCERATED IN COUNTY JAILS,

WHEREAS: New York State is engaged in a significant effort to address the rising
rate of substance use disorders, including the epidemic of opioid and heroin
addiction and the increasing number of deaths due to overdose; and

WHEREAS: The State is taking aggressive steps to address the heroin/opioid
epidemic, including the rapid expansion of community-based treatment and
support services to create a continuum of care to support the individual and
family in their recovery; and

WHEREAS: There remains a significant gap in the freatment and support
contfinuum care being developed by the state and that is the local jail; and

WHEREAS: Individuals who suffer from SUD's frequently come into contact with
the criminal justice system; and

WHEREAS: The link between offending and SUDs is well established, bringing
significant numbers of individuals suffering from addiction into NYS jails. Alcohol
and drugs are implicated in roughly eighty (80) percent of offenses, including
domestic violence, DWIs, property offenses, drug offenses, and public-order
offenses; and

WHEREAS: According to a report conducted by Policy Research Associates on
behalf of the NYS Conference of Local Mental Hygiene Directors, County
Sheriff's indicated that of the individuals detained in their jail on drug-related
charges, sixty-eight (68) percent had been in their jail before; and

WHEREAS: Jail incarceration provides a unique opportunity to offer treatment
supports during periods when people are clean and sober; and
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WHEREAS: In NYS, the counties bear the overwhelming portion of the financial
burden for supporting SUD services in jails, and it is an ever-increasing burden
with substantial unmet need; and

WHEREAS: Fifty-one (51) percent of jails have no funding for substance use
disorder freatment services despite strong evidence that these services reduce
crime, save money, and save lives and fifty-three (53) percent of jails do not
have the capacity fto directly fransition addicted inmates to community
freatment programs upon re-entry; and

WHEREAS: A New England Journal of Medicine study found that in the first two
weeks after release, former inmates with an opioid use disorder were 12.7 fimes
more likely than other individuals to die of an overdose; and

WHEREAS: A comprehensive re-entry and fransition plan is critically important to
minimizing the possibility of drug use, overdose and recidivism and for those jails
that do have some treatment services, those services are far outpaced by the
escalating need for them; and

WHEREAS: The benefits of providing effective SUD services in the jail setting have
proven significant where they occur. A handful of localities in New York State
have supported a level of service through local funding and are reaping
significant benefits; and

WHEREAS: Albany County the jail-based Sheriff’s Heroin Addiction Recovery
Program (SHARP) has seen The Albany County Sheriff's Heroin Addiction
Recovery Program (SHARP) provides SUD freatment during incarceration and
support services after release. The program has resulted in a 28% reduction in
the recidivism rate; and

WHEREAS: New York State’s own cost-benefit analysis of providing jail-based
SUD treatment determined that taxpayers could realize a savings over time of
$2,170 per participant through reductions in recidivism costs which include local
and state incarceratfion costs, community supervision costs, court and
prosecutions costs and police/field law enforcement costs; and

WHEREAS: The same New York State analysis determined that SUD freatment in
the jails would save $676 per participant in costs incurred by victims which
include medical expenses, mental health care, damage to personal property
and lost earnings due to harm or injury; and

WHEREAS: A dedicated State funding stream to counties is desperately needed
to provide SUD treatment services in the jails, including screening and
assessment at entry, education and counseling services, peer support,
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medication assisted treatment and discharge planning to continue freatment
post-incarceration; and

WHEREAS: Counties are requesting funding of $12.8 million annually to the LGUs
to address the existing gap in the SUD freatment confinuum and support efforts
to reduce the human cost of the heroin/opioid epidemic on New Yorkers , and
reduce recidivism and victimization; now therefore be it

RESOLVED: That Tioga County calls on the Governor and the Office of
Alcoholism and Substance Abuse Services to help combat the heroin and
opioid epidemic save lives and reduce the rate of recidivism, by providing state
funding for the freatment and transition of incarcerated individuals with
substance use disorders in our county jails.

When reporting an accident,
obtain the name of the investigating officer and the report
number.

Employees are also to report the nature and extent of all
vehicle accidents to their direct supervisor and Department
Head. Such information shall also be reported to the County
Law Department and County Mechanic as shall all vehicle
accidents involving Department Heads and elected officials.
An Incident Claim, which can be obtained on the Tioga
County Intfranet under County Attorney Forms, must be filed
with the Tioga County Atftorney’s Office as soon as possible,
but no later than the close of the next business day.

The MV104 form can be found on the
County’s Intranet “Employee Handbook-EH Forms™ or under
Forms on the County Infranet, or obtained and/or filled out on
the DMV  website at  https://www.dmv.org/ny-new-
york/forms.php. It is the responsibility of the employee
involved in the accident to file this form with the Department
of Motor Vehicles.”
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3. Section IV - Personnel Rules a. Positions/Leave Time/ Vacancies (formerly
policy #1) amend Section V Leave Time paragraph E is hereby deleted
and paragraph C is hereby amended to state the following:

“In accordance with Section 159-b of the Civil Service Law

Legislator Standinger read and presented the following Proclamation on
Rabies Prevention and Awareness Month to Lisa McCafferty, Public Health
Director.

County of Tioga
Executive Proclamation

WHEREAS:  Rabies is a contagious and fatal virus that is spread among dogs, cats,
bats, raccoons, foxes and other mammals, including humans; and

WHEREAS: It is vital to notify Tioga County Public Health of all animal bites and wild
animal exposures, including bats, due to the potential risk of rabies; and

WHEREAS:  If left untreated in humans rabies has a 100% fatality rate; and

WHEREAS:  With animal vaccination, rabies is preventable; and

WHEREAS:  New York State law requires all dogs, cats, and ferrets get their first rabies
vaccination no later than four months of age and their second rabies shot within one
year. Thereafter, a booster shot is required every three years; and

WHEREAS:  Tioga County Public Health hosts numerous rabies vaccination clinics

throughout the county, including one on March 22 at the Waverly Vilage Barn;
therefore
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THE TIOGA COUNTY LEGISLATURE does hereby proclaim the month of March 2018 as
RABIES PREVENTION & AWARENESS MONTH

and urges all the citizens of our County to vaccinate their pets against rabies.

Legislator Standinger spoke. "“The Public Health Department has been
very proactive in regards to rabies vaccinations with these clinics and it is a
pretty painless operation to go and get your dog shots. Hopefully people will
comply.”

Lisa McCafferty, Public Health Director spoke. “Thank you very much for
your support. All | can say is as an Environmental Sanitarian and Public Health
Director this is one of the best things a community can do to control rabies and
your wildlife population. Thank you.”

Legislative Chair gave the state of the county address.

“If you read the newspaper or listen to the news you begin to wonder
what this world is coming to. | am concerned every time | listen to the news
about our County and | think about how we can change the direction we are
going in.

“Mother Teresa said, “If you want to make the world better - go home and
love your family”.

“My immediate family is my husband, my children and my grandchildren.
My family is also each and every citizen of this county. As a leader, | ask myself
what can | do to make this county better. | believe that we have the tools to be
better and to succeed with our dedicated and talented workforce and we
need to continue to be open to new ideas and look for better ways of doing
things.

“We have made progress. Tioga County has streamlined their process
and become the third county in the State to implement a mobile management
system for Child Welfare Workers. Through an IPad based system, casework staff
can more efficiently administer their responsibilities and increase the amount of
time devoted to frue casework versus mandated paperwork requirements.

“This year the District Aftorney’s Office started a new Traffic Safety
Diversion Program. The program allows qualified motorists to take a six hour
driving class in lieu of their traffic ficket being prosecuted and this program is
expected to improve fraffic safety.
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“Economic Development and Planning continues to bring jobs and
opportunity to our communities. It often takes years to develop a project,
however last year we saw the completion of several projects opening being
Crown Cork and Seal, Owego Gardens Housing and the new Fed Ex operation.
Tioga Downs opened their new hotel and began operating as Tioga Downs
Casino Resort and Events Center. Ongoing projects include the Owego
Gateway, Waverly Main Street Development and the Owego Parkview Anchor
grant along with other projects that are in early stages of development.

“A recent Housing & Economic Impact Study was completed through
collaboration with the Tioga County Economic Development and Planning
Team, the Tioga County IDA and Tioga Opportunities. This information will help
us create an overall housing strategy that identifies our housing needs in Tioga
County and then will help us to develop strategies as we move forward.

“The Tioga County Property Development Corporation (Land Bank) was
recently established to foster economic and community development by
acquiring, holding, managing, developing and marketing distressed, vacant,
abandoned, tax foreclosed and underutilized residential and commercial
properties.

“As part of our Regional Economic Development Council award, Tioga
County received a $300,000 grant to purchase a new mobile dental vehicle.
Since 2003, our Mobile Dental Program has served 10,000 Tioga County children
and adults throughout the county at schools and community centers. After 14
years in upstate New York weather, our current dental trailer is rusty and
identified as in need of replacement. We expect the arrival of our new Dental
Venhicle in early 2019.

“Our Veterans Service Department had an exceptional year offering a
focused outreach throughout the county to increase awareness of the services
they provide. In January, our part fime Veterans Service Officer became a full
time employee, which allows for extended hours and more programs. These
gentlemen have done an amazing job of reaching out to our veterans, bringing
new resources and providing needed support to our veterans. They have
successfully collaborated with other county departments and outside agencies
to bring services that were never offered in the past.

“The bulk of Tioga County’s 347 full-time employees are represented by
three labor unions and last year all three union contracts were negotiated and
completed. Personnel and negotiation teams put in a significant amount of
time and thoughtfulness to the collective bargaining process.
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“It is a sad day when a long time employee retires and last year we
honored our County Attorney Judy Quigley as she retired after 30 years of
government service. We hired Peter DeWind as our new County Attorney and
when he arrived he hit the ground running. Peter has his hands full since he
arrived with new challenges including he is the advisor for the Shared Services
Program.

“Last year the Governor instituted a Shared Services Initiative wherein he
required the Chief Executive Official of each county, excluding New York City,
to establish a Shared Services Panel that would include the mayor of each city
and village and the supervisor of each town. The objective was to develop a
Property Tax Savings Plan through shared, coordinated and more efficient
services between local governments within the county. We had four meetings
last year with 100% participation at our first meeting. We also had three public
hearings as required. Despite the cooperation and the numerous meetings we
did not identify a plan that showed savings. What we did learn was that our
towns and villages have been cooperating with each other and sharing services
for many years. We are required to continue this year and we will do so in an
effort to find a shared service that saves taxpayer dollars and as a side note we
think we have found it and we will keep you in tune.

“Tioga County is financially sound thanks to the Legislators conservative
approach on spending. We confinued to stay under the tax cap in 2017 with a
zero increase in county property taxes. Sales tax revenue increased by 7.5% and
our fund balance is estimated to be 21 million dollars. We received 1.1 million in
casino revenue, which was transferred to our Capital Reserve Account to be
spent on future capital projects that will benefit all Tioga County residents.

“What is concerning is that for the past few years we have seen a
dramatic increase in the number of community members addicted to opiates.
Drug and Alcohol abuse not only affects immediate families, but our
communities as well. This impacted our finances by the increased need for
county services. We have experienced a greater need for foster care homes
along with mental health services. Jail costs have increased with an estimated
75% of the people that are incarcerated are there due to drug or alcohol
related crimes. The number of people on probation is increasing, but some of
them are going to a Drug Treatment Court. The District Attorney’s office works
with the Sheriff’s office and area police departments to stop the flow of drugs to
our communities. The Public Health Department provides Tioga County
Emergency Services and Law Enforcement with frainings and the opioid
overdose prevention kits called Narcan. Almost all of our county departments
are impacted in one way or another.
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“The Tioga County Allies and Substance Abuse Prevention (ASAP)
Codlition was organized over a year and a half ago and is made up of
community members, government agencies, and professional organizations
working for a healthy county free from the effects of substance abuse. Last year
this organization hosted several projects; a Community Picnic to engage and
educate the public about the dangers of drug abuse and a “Do 1 Thing Event”
to encourage the community and increase individual involvement.

“2017 was the 100th Anniversary of the Women's Right to Vote in New York
State. With the help of our County Historian and many volunteers throughout
the county we honored those women who fought for the right to vote in Tioga
County. Events were held throughout the county and a special daylong event
was held at the Tioga County Court House.

“New regulations have come from the State regarding Raise the Age and
Attorney at Arraignment and have required much time and attention by our
departments to address these requirements. We are a rural county and many of
these programs address the needs of bigger counties and do not necessarily
apply to smaller counties.

“Succession Planning is important in any organization and for the last year
and a half we have been taking a hard look at the future of our workforce. A
Succession Planning Committee was formed to address the issue of our aging
workforce and possible loss of historical knowledge. We found that over 100
essential employees, of those nearly 40% of them were eligible for retirement.
We quickly went to work developing a plan and during this past year the
committee did a great deal of work identifying key positions and developed a
yearlong five session fraining curriculum that contained key components for
developing leaders in a preemptive attempt to retain younger employees with
leadership potential. The Institute for Advancement kicked off its first meeting in
January with a presentation on County Government 101. Nineteen of our
county employees are participating in the program.

“Last year the Legislature reorganized the Office of Emergency
Management with the Bureau of Fire creating the Office of Emergency Services
in an effort to improve efficiency and provide better services. Working together
we have redesigned the department, enhanced with a full time employee
dedicated to providing emergency services throughout the county. As we grow
into this new way of doing things each day provides better service.

“Safety of our employees is a high priority and last year the Legislature
enacted an Active Shooter Policy, which is providing employees with valuable
information on how to survive an active shooter incident. We also installed an
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Active Shooter Alarm system and held several drills in the Health and Human
Services Building.

“The Sheriff's Office and the Office of Emergency Services are working
with the community and schools to raise awareness and develop preparedness
plans in case of unwanted incidents.

“This year we held our Fourth Annual Tioga County Job Fair on March 7th
with 109 businesses registered. The effort is supported by the Tioga County
Business Services Team, which was formed prior to the First Annual Job Fair and
they continue to provide services to new and existing businesses. This year over
450 people attended.

“Challenges and difficulties will always be with us. It is how we handle
them that make a difference in the outcome. In New York State counties deliver
vital programs and services to the citizens of their communities. We are the heart
of the state, working directly with and for our residents. | am confident that the
leadership of this county will continue to make thoughtful decisions and
together with our workforce we will continue to find betfter ways of providing
services to the public.

WHEREAS: The proposal will require counties to offer at least eight hours on
weekdays and five hours on weekends to cast early ballots; and

residents, at a locatfion determined by the bipartisan county Board of Elections
and subject to standards of accessibility and convenience; and

WHEREAS: County Boards of Elections will designate at least five polling places
in each county, geographically located so as to provide all voters in the county
with an equal opportunity to cast a ballot; and
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WHEREAS: These proposals will significantly increase costs to county Boards of
Elections for staffing and securing early voting locations, printing and counting
additional ballots, and meeting other legal elections requirements associated
with maintaining polling stations over an extended period of time (rather than
one day); and

WHEREAS: Under New York State Law, counties have the authority to pass
elections costs on to their municipal counterparts, which is done by more than
half of counties; and

WHEREAS: The cost of early voting has been estimated at $6.4 million per year;
and

WHEREAS: The State-imposed property tax cap makes it difficult for local
governments to absorb new costs of any kind; therefore be it

RESOLVED: That the Tioga County Legislature calls upon the State to fund all
costs associated with early voting; and be it further

RESOLVED: That the State consider removing the early voting requirement unless
they are able to provide full funding; and be it further

RESOLVED: That certified copies of this resolution be sent to Honorable Andrew
M. Cuomo, Senator Fred Akshar, Assemblyman Christopher Friend, and New
York State Association of Counties.

Legislator Standinger spoke. “l would like to address this early voting issue
because it really is a cure to a nonexistent problem. We have absentee ballots
available, which if the person cannot vote on the day of the election they have
the option of an absentee ballot, so to put an added burden on the staff and
the finances of the County to conduct early voting to cure a problem that does
not exist does not make any sense to me. Unfortunately that is not the case with
the individuals in Albany who came up with this idea.”

She goes “well then | know they are going to get great
services” and that was our first meeting and we worked well together for 20
years.

“In 2006 Sandy retired from the Department of Labor and joined Tioga
County in 2008. Among other things that she did was she parficipated in
community food banks. She worked soup kitchens on holidays. She was active
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in the American Legion and coordinated their parades and special occasions.
It is said that twice in your life your light shines the brightest and that is at your
birth, when your birth is celebrated, and at your death when you are
memorialized by friends and family. Unfortunately there was no public notice of
Sandy’s passing. There were no services and no military honors, which she
earned and so with just a few minutes of your time today we cannot make her
light shine, but we can make it sparkle a bit. She represented all that was good
in this world. She gave her life to the military and then she gave back for the rest
of her life, and even when her health was failing her spirit never did. For that |
thank the Legislators for giving me this time to say a little something and for you
for listening. Her light should sparkle just a bit today. Thank you.”

Really when you think about it, |
do not what the big deal about 34 years is because after all you were paying
me and | was getting a very nice benefit package in addition, and the third
advantage was | got to work with an unbelievable staff. My coworkers are
amazing people who do not just do a fantastic job on the job, they have all
these wonderful hidden talents and special characteristics and skills.

“I could look at every one of them and tell you a special characteristic
about them that makes them a superb employee, but in addition to all of those
things the reason | stayed 34 years is because | did not have a job, | had a
career and if someone were to look at my resume this is what they would see. |
have been a homecare nurse helping clients adjust to new circumstances and
new diagnoses. | have been a diabetic educator nurse. | have been a wound
care nurse and | remember going on a home visit with a very experienced older
nurse and watching her care for a wound so deep that | could see the hip bone
and when we got back in the car | said to her, *we can heal that wound, we
can heal that wound without it getting infected” and she looked at me and she
said, “yes, if you pay attention to the details and do it correctly every time we
will heal that wound without infection” and she was right. Months later | saw
that patient walking out in the community, her wound healed.
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“| got to be a Hospice nurse before there was Hospice and | got to help
people die in comfort and peace and dignity when the hospitals could not offer
them anything more. On the other end of the spectrum | got to be a perinatal
nurse, helping to run our prenatal clinic and living with the excitement of moms
during their pregnancies, deliveries and postpartum times. | got to be a
respiratory clinic nurse and learned more than | ever thought | wanted to know
about tuberculosis and work with a wonderful respiratory physician. | got to
learn to be an HIV counselor and tester and | was taught how to do
phlebotomy. | got to be a child health promotion specialist and work with
daycare centers and schools to help them get their immunization rates in line.

“| got to be the vaccine coordinator and learn everything you probably
do not want to know about vaccine, how you give it, how you store it, how you
handle it from beginning to end and the last two things that | got to do was be a
communicable disease specialist. | always like the word specialist, it makes you
sound more important than you are. | had no idea how much | would enjoy
that and how much | would learn during the course of the three years of doing
that, and of course the rabies clinic. | call myself the rabies clinic vaccine
specialist and | had more fun at those clinics trying to keep up with the Vets as |
filled the syringes so they could give them. That is why | stayed because | got to
have 13 jobs and that is a career; that is not a job, that is a career and for that |
thank the Legislature and the Administrators that have allowed me to be there
that long and to experience all those jobs. | did not have to leave and go
somewhere else, | could just do something different and be with Tioga County
Public Health Department the whole time. Thank you very much all of you who
have made it a career for me. Thank you.”

Director. “This proclamation kind of hits me hard because on May 6, 2009 |
found out about strokes firsthand and | will tell you this they are not pleasant,
they are not a good thing, and if you have one you are doggone lucky if you
are still breathing, so | guess | was pretty lucky.”
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COUNTY OF TIOGA
EXECUTIVE PROCLAMATION

WHEREAS:  Stroke is a leading cause of serious long-term disability and the fifth
leading cause of death in the United States, killing over 140,000 people nationwide and
more than 20 citizens of Tioga County each year; and

WHEREAS:  Stroke prevalence is projected to increase by 20.5% between 2012 and
2030 and the direct medical costs in the US. for treating stroke are expected to
increase by 158% from $71 billion in 2012 to $183 billion by 2030; and

WHEREAS:  Warning signs of stroke include sudden numbness or weakness of the
face, arm or leg, especially on one side of the body; sudden confusion, trouble
speaking or understanding; sudden frouble seeing in one or both eyes; sudden trouble
walking, dizziness, loss of balance or coordination; and sudden severe headache with
no known cause; and

WHEREAS:  Americans are more aware of the risk factors and warning signs for stroke
than in the past, but according to a recent survey, one-third of adults cannot identify
any symptoms; and

WHEREAS:  Studies show that the quick actions by EMS professionals are instrumental
in saving lives from stroke and producing better outcomes for stroke survivors, but more
than a third of stroke patients fail fo use EMS; and

WHEREAS: New and effective treatments have been developed to treat and
minimize the severity and damaging effect of strokes, but much more research is
needed, therefore

THE TIOGA COUNTY LEGISLATURE, County of Tioga, does hereby proclaim the month of
May 2018 as:

AMERICAN STROKE MONTH IN TIOGA COUNTY

and urges all the citizens of our County to familiarize themselves with the risk factors
associated with stroke, recognize the warning signs and symptoms, and on the first signs
of a stroke dial 9-1-1 immediately so that we might begin to reduce the devastating
effects of stroke on our population.

Legislator Standinger spoke. “With that being said, there is an acronym
that is very useful, it is called FAST, face, arms, speech and time, and what they
stand for is if you are suffering from a stroke there is a good chance you are
going to have weakness in one side of your face and if you are asked to raise
your arms, one arm will drop. Speech, your speech might be slurred and time is
if you do not get help you are going to lose brain cells, which is not a good
thing, at least that is what | have been told.
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“I was very fortunate when | had mine after a truck hit me in Aloany. | was
able to use my cell phone and call a friend who came and recognized | was
having some kind of a problem and he ended up calling an ambulance for me
or directing an ambulance be called, and | remember them taking me out of
my car and sticking needles in my arm and telling me that | was having a stroke
and | said “no way, only old people have them”. Well | was 51 years old so |
guess that is a fallacy of old people having strokes. You know | was fortunate
that | came out of it as good as | did, but it ended my career with the State
Police. | am just glad | am breathing and it is thanks to nurses, EMTs, and
someone recognized | was having a problem. It is an important thing.”

Lisa McCafferty, Public Health Director spoke. ‘I just want to reaffirm
everything that Legislator Standinger has said, look at the warning signs and if
you think you are feeling queasy, take some steps, call the ambulance or turn to
a friend and say hey do | look okay.”

Jenna Dyer, Early Intervention Coordinator of the Public Health Department
read the following Proclamation on Think Differently.

WHEREAS: The “Think Differently” initiative promotes awareness and
acceptance of all people, and advocates for the inclusion of all individuals
living with special needs; and

WHEREAS: Our state and communities are stronger because of our diversity

WHEREAS: According to the Center for Disease Control (CDC) over 55 million
people, or approximately 19% of Americans, have a type of disability or

June 2018 AS PTSD AWARENESS MONTH IN TTOGA COUNTY

WHEREAS: June is National PTSD Awareness Month; and
WHEREAS: Tioga County has 4,623 veterans living here; and

WHEREAS: The current statistics are that 31% of all veterans have Post Traumatic
Stress Disorder (PTSD), 19% have Traumatic Brain Injury (TBl), 7% have both PTSD
and TBI, that 42% of all veterans with PTSD and TBI abuse alcohol and drugs, and
that 50% of all these veterans do not seek freatment for any of these disorders;
and

WHEREAS: Veterans commit suicide at a rate of 22 per day, 660 per month and
8,030 per year; and

WHEREAS: The Tioga County Veterans' Service Agency seeks to raise awareness

Once you are in a safe place, remain
there until instructed to do otherwise by law enforcement,

2. DENY. Keep distance and barriers between yourself and the
threat. If evacuation is not possible, find a place to hide
which provides immediate cover and concealment from the
threat.

a. Go to the nearest room. Close and lock or barricade the
door if possible.

b. Keep concealed and quiet and remain still until directed
by law enforcement.

3. DEFEND. As a last resort and only if you can’t Avoid or Deny,
be prepared to defend yourself. Physically engage the
shooter in an effort to incapacitate them or to facilitate your
safe evacuation.

a. Commit and act with aggression by any means to
incapacitate the shooter.
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b. When you can do so safely, immediately call 211 or
attempt to alert law enforcement.

WHEREAS: Lyme disease is the fourth highest reportable
communicable disease seen in Tioga County; and

WHEREAS: Preventing Lyme disease can be done by wearing insect
repellent, covering up when outdoors, showering soon after coming
inside, and completing daily tick checks on yourself and your pets; and

WHEREAS: By knowing the signs of Lyme disease, treatment can be

WHEREAS: The residents of Tioga County recognize the threat that
Lyme disease has on them and their family; therefore

WHEREAS: 14 - 18 year olds account for half of all drowning deaths for
those 18 years old and under; and
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WHEREAS: Males under 18 account for 80% of open water fatalities in
children; and

WHEREAS: For every one drowning death for those under 14, there are
five emergency department visits for nonfatal drownings; and

WHEREAS: Hidden hazards of open water include dangerous currents,
sudden drop-offs, limited visibility, and unknown depths of water; and

WHEREAS: Most importantly these deaths are preventable. Tioga
County Public Health asks that adults watch kids while they are in or
around water, teach kids how to swim in open bodies of water, and
use life jackets appropriate for a child’'s weight and water activity;
therefore

And urges all residents to use exira caution while enjoying water
activities this summer.

We hope that we have identified the problem and are working towards
the result, but it is very difficult to lose these talented people.”

"It would not be a meeting without a
Proclamation from the Health Department. We have two this time, one is going
to be read and one is not. One is immunizations, which are very important
because people sometimes do not participate in immunizations, and the one
that is being read is a County of Tioga Executive Proclamation.”

COUNTY OF TIOGA
EXECUTIVE PROCLAMATION

WHEREAS: Drug overdoses are kiling more Americans each year than car
crashes, homicides, and falls with over 64,000 people dying from drug overdoses
in 2016 alone; and

WHEREAS: Overdoses occur when too much of a substance or mixture of
substances are ingested, smoked, absorbed, snorted, or injected into the body
and the body is overwhelmed and unable to function properly; and

WHEREAS: All drugs whether they are legal or illegal can cause an overdose
including opioids, depressants like barbiturates, benzodiazepines, or alcohol,
and stfimulants like cocaine, meth, caffeine, or ecstasy; and
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WHEREAS: 66% of the overdoses that occurred in the United States in 2016
involved opioids like prescription opioids, heroin and fentanyl; and

WHEREAS: Opioid overdoses are reversible by using Naloxone to block the
opioid receptors in the brain to allow respiration to continue in the body; and

WHEREAS: Naloxone was administered over 140 times from 2014 — 2017 in Tioga
County by first responders and law enforcement allowing several individuals a
second chance at life; and

WHEREAS: Agencies within Tioga County like Tioga County Public Health, Tioga
County Mental Hygiene, CASA-Trinity Prevention, CASA-Trinity COTI, ACBC COTl,
and several community partners offer services to those dealing with an
addiction and continue to work together as the Tioga County Allies in Substance
Abuse Prevention Coalition; and

WHEREAS: Individuals who know someone who is currently struggling with an
opioid or other substance addiction are encouraged to learn about the
resources available to them within Tioga County; therefore

The TIOGA COUNTY LEGISLATURE, County of Tioga, does hereby proclaim August
30, 2018 as:

OVERDOSE AWARENESS DAY

and urges the citizens of our County to educate themselves on drug addiction,
learn the signs of an overdose, and learn how fo administer Naloxone.

Legislator Standinger spoke. “That word (Naloxone) kind of threw me
off because it is called “Narcan™.

Kylie Holochak of the Public Health Department spoke. “Thank you
Bil and thank you all for your continued support. The Tioga County
Codlition will be holding a candlelight vigil on August 30™, that is going to
be downtown at the Gazebo and that will be from 6:30 to 8:30 and that is
open to the entire community. We also will be accepting names for
families to submit of people who have either survived an overdose or who
they have lost that we can support. Thank you for your support.”

“That being said, this is a prefty
significant problem. | did not know this number, 22 a day until my nephew
took his own life and | will tell you that is a staggering number. The
unfortunate thing is these are people who have served our Country and
return with issues that they are unable to deal with and the help does not
seem to be available or at least they do not reach out for the help.
Hopefully we can at least minimize this issue.”

Mike Middaugh of the Veterans’ Service Agency spoke. “We thank
the Legislature for your support in this matter. It struck home to all of us last
year here in Tioga County. We had two veterans who committed suicide in
the County both in the same week and we came up with the Stop 22 Share
the Struggle campaign as a result of that to raise the awareness. We will
be unveiling on September 4th here on the lawn at the County Building our
feel to the fall and forgotten. There will be 660 flags on display representing
660 veterans who have died by suicide this month. There will be signage
with it as well describing what it is about and where people can reach out
to us for more information on getting involved in the Stop 22 Share the
Struggle campaign. We appreciate greatly the support we get from the
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Legislature on all of our veterans issues and in particular this one. We are
thankful that we can serve the County in that way.”
